Weiner Trull Ends Third 
Week In Dramatic Fashion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The rift between Russia 
and its straying satelite, Albania, is nearing the point of 
no return, according to U.S. officials. 
Experts analyzing recent comments by both sides 
say the split appears virtually irreconcilable as long as 
Nikita Khrushchev is running the Kremlin and Enver 
Ifoxlia is Albania’s leader. 
The officials based their judg­ 
ments for the most part on public 
statem ents, since this country has 
no mission in Tirana, the capital 
of Albania. 
Khrushchev led party officials at 
the recent Commurust congress in 
which was widely interpreted as 
heaping 
criticism 
on 
Albania, 
I an indirect volley at the Commu­ 
nist 
Chinese. 
Both 
Communist 
China and Albania have been cri­ 
tical of Khrushchev’s professed 
aim of peaceful coexistence with 
the West.
